| THE FUTURE OF SANTO 
DOMINGO. 


We believe a good many of our readers who 
have followed Mr. Henning’s survey of conditions 
in Santo Domingo Will wonder why the United 
States is relinquishing contro! of its affairs. 

Of course, we know the academic, argument for 
‘| pelf-determination,:‘and if we were to remain in 
,} the island We should always have with us the 
~ | protests of amiable theorists against depriving the 
Santo Dominican of his priceless privilege of self- 
misgovernment. We do not suggest that we annex 
Santo Domingo. As a constituent of the Amer- 
foan republic it would be a nuisance. In fact, we 
believe the Santo Dominicans should have as much 
independdnce as they can be trusted with, having 
regard for our own peace and our eubstantial in- 
terest in the Caribbean. But we went into the 
island for a good and sufficient reason, which has 
not disappeared and will not disappear. 

We went in because the Santo Dominicans had 
got themselves into a morass of debt and a tangle 
of international obligations which threatened the 
intervention of irate or designing creditors. To 
prevent Santo Doniingo from becoming the base 
for possible hostilities against us, we took over 
Dominican affairs and have put them on a safe 
basis for the time being. 

But Ps experience means anything it rentinds us 
that Dominican affairs will not remain where they 
are unless we-see to it. We ought not to with- 
Graw our control simply in obedience to a formula 
and thus make certain that we shall have to do 
the job all over again under the worst conditions. 
We ought to retain a certain control. Perhaps 
our status in Cuba should be established in Santo 
Domingo; perhaps something more direct and con. 
tinuous is needed. At any rate, we should retain 
the right to supervise and to intervene in case 
of futile disturbance or the threat of another col- 
lapse of responsible government. 

We ought especially to see that we remain in a 
position at all times to prevent the island from 
becoming @ threat to the canal or our own shores

LONDON, April 23.—{By.the Asso 
ciated Press.]——The splendor of Prin- 
cess Mary’s wedding’ will be outdone by 
that of the Duke of York and Lady 
Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon on Thursday. 


The ceremonial will be according to 
plans which were approved today by 
the king. The more favorable time of 
year, the presence of the Prince of 
Wales, and the popularity of the Duke 
of York and his proximity to the 
throne will combine to outshine the 
royal wedding of 1922.

The wedding ceremony will be car- 
ried out with the usual precision and 
pomp of such state occasions. The 
royal guests and diplomatic corps are 
expected to assemble in Westminster 
abbey before 10:45 a.m. The king and 
queen and Prince George will drive 
from Buckingham palace and will be 
followed shortly by the Duke of York, 
the Prince of Wales, and Prince Henry, 
who will proceed to the anteroom of 
the abbey to await the bride. 

One of the royal carriages will bring 
Lady Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon and her 
father, the Earl of Strathmore, from 
their home to the abbey. The bride
